What we would 
simply ask our contemporary and the people 
of Nova Scotia do they now, having loot 
reciprocal trade, propoye to substitute for it. 
Are they going to curtail their commerce, of 
they now disposed to open out a mutual trade 
with the sister Provinces under the auspices 
of Confederrtion ? They did not make iinion 
the aid to reciprocity, are they now dixposed 
to repair its lons by the meane which unio 
offers?

room. ‘Accordingly one of the islanders, a sans 
ofatastad Portugacse, was sent on’ beprd 
making the crow coiist of captain, mate, 
three wen, and a boy. This hero of the mur- 
derous work that was to follow was tall aud 
stately in his person, ovce six fect high, of a 
dark and swarthy complexion, utterly ignorant 
of the English language, but by no menus an 
Indifferent seaman.

‘The mate at once armed 
himself with a handspike, anda fierce encoun- 
ter ensued. The mate struck at the murderer 
‘and endeavoured toavold his blows. By a for- 
tunate slip the mate was enabled to get the 
man down, the only remaining scarman coming 
to his aid witha honvy boat'stiller. Having en- 
tangled one of the tslander’s lez iu a rope and 
socured ft to belaying pin they broke ne of 
his arms, one of his thighs in two places, and 
Uroke his back. They thea Iashed him up, 
‘and in this state the wretched man lived until 
the following morning, when about four a. m 
they fopnd him dead.’ The mate signalied to 
a schooner that was in sight, the Delgada, of 
Lirerpool, and her captain and mate went on 
Doard and saw the bodies, and heard what the 
mato had tosay.

During last surumer, when the competition 
for the through tmillic was very kecn in West- 
ern Canad, the practice’ prevailed extensively 
of pastongers buying their tiekets, or getting 
their friends to buy tickets for them, and using 
them for travelling from stations in Canada, 
‘This was particularly the case with gant to 
through tickets fom Buffalo to Detroit; which 
‘wore extensively bought up by runners and 
others, and openly sold at intermediate sta- 
tons dn the railway, from, whic in some éasea 
the fares were fh the throagh fares. 
Tho most bare-faced frauds were’ atteraptAt to 
‘be practised on the Raitway Company in this 
respect,and in several instances partice were 
put off the trains for travelling with tickets 
Which were either considered to boout of date, 
or to have been improperly procured, Arising 
out of ono of these eases on the Detroit section 
of the Gratid ‘Trunk Railway, there has been 
‘tome important legal proceedings, which have 
jt been deckted. te] 
John Brooks, of Brintfond, C.W., bronght an 
action against the Grand Trunk Railway Com 
pany, claiming to recover $2,000, for being fore 
cibly pat off the cars of said road on the 24th 
August last at Ridgeway Station, in Michiga 
‘The case was tried at the last January term of 
the Wayne Circuit Court, held at Detivit, Hon 
B.F. H. Wetherell presiding. The plaintidf 
deing put on tho stand testified that on the 
28th of Juno last, ho purchased a through 
ticket from Buffalo to Detroit, that he started 
fon the day last named, and rode to Brantford, 
huis place of reaidencé, bat did not resume his 
Journey to Detroit til tho 23nd of August fol- 
lowing, when he was put from off the card at 
the place aforesaid. To sought to recover ape-| 
iat damages on tho grownd that he was @ 
wholcaale wine mercbant doing a large and 
flouristfing business, and clainned that when he 
was put off at Ridgeway he was on a trip to 
Windsor, London, St. Cathatines and divers 
other places, for the purpose of making collee- 
tions, and taking orders in his busincte—that. 
his basiness engagement in different parts of 
the country were #0 numerous and pressing, 
that the delay at Ridgeway from the noon to 
the freight train would so far interrupt hit 
basiness engagements, that he had to abandon 



































his journey to Windsor, &c,, and return tra-[) 


mediately to’ Brantfont. He farther states 
‘that ho had made eareful computation of his 
damages, and that they amounted to the exnct 
sum of $1,875 in gold! At the same time the 
conductor informed platitift that his ticket 
could not be accepted he (plaintiff) notitled 
hhim that he was well acquainted with Mr. 
Brydges, nnd that the company would have to 
suffer severely should he (plaintiff) be put off 
tho cars. On erossexamination plainti ad- 
mitted that he only paid $4 per month for the 
premises he occupied in Brantford. That his 
personal property in ‘G4 was worth nearly 
$15,000, but that ‘ho ropresented ft to thy ne 
sessor as worth only $400, and his income at 
$400. He also admitted that his household 
furniture was mortgaged for $200, and that an 
execution was out against hima unsatisfied in 
"62 or '63._ [That he did not know-whether the 
tailiff had gollected his taxes of him or not, 
He (plaintiff) called-ni"a witness Janies B. 
‘Smith, the station-master, or local “agent, at 
Ridgeway, who testified that Brooks asked Rim 
his opinion as to whether the ticket was good 
‘or not, and that said Smith then told him that 
it was not good; that Brooks had five or ax 
other tickets on the Grand ‘Trunk, and that he 
also pronounced them worthless, they having 
Yen panched—an indication that they bad 
‘been tied before. “The defence then called a 
Mr. Shanly, the conductor of the train, Mr. A. 
J. Regd, a Inmber merchant from Saginaw: 
Mr. Smith, the station-master before named, 
and a Mr. Granger, all of whose testimony di- 
reetly contradicted Brooks, as to his being put 
off the tmin, and stated that Ihe did not make 
anyseffort to get on the train again at Ridge- 
‘way, after his conversation with Mr, Smith, 
‘The defence called other witnesses to show 
that the fare was lower from Buffalo to Detroit 
than, it would be from certain intermediate 
points in Canada to Detroit, anda large nam- 
ber af the most, respectable and i 
business men of Brantford, who testified 
they had known the plaintiff for a number of 
years, and that his reputation for truth and 
Yeracity was bad. After tho testimony was 
closed and the plaintif? counsel bad address 
ed the jury, the cotunsel for the defendants in. 
sisted that as a matter of law the plaintiff was 
not entitled to recover ; that by the terms of 
the contract, as evidenced by the ticket, the 
plaintiff was entitled to be carried frofa Buffalo 
roit in one continnous journey, and that 
‘by stopping over at an intermediate point he 
forfeited his right under the contract. ‘That 
his right under the contract was not to be car- 
riod Uy instalments, as it might mit his con. 
venience, but that when he once entered upon 
his jonrncy he must continue till he reached 
‘the place of bis destination, ‘To support this 
view a large number of anthoritien were cited, 
and therenpon the court charged the jury that 
the plaintiff was not entitled to recover, hold- 
ing the Inw as claimed by defendants’ counsel.
